The small island o f Sakura is co v­ 
ered w^h lava and ashes, in places 
several feet deep. 
Beneath this man­ 
tle lie the bo dies o f many perso ns 
who se number pro bably will never be 
kno w©. 
Estimates o f the dead must 
include a large number o f refugees, 
who were dro wned w*hlle try ing to 
swim fro m Sakura to the City o f Kago ­ 
shima. 
Kago shima, a to wn o f 60,000, 
is in ruins. 
Sto ne buildings co llapsed 
under the ho t ash. Simultaneo us with 
the eruptio n o f the vo lcano o f Sakura- 
’jima there o ccurred an eruptio n o f 
Yivrigataka, which threw a clo ud o f 
ashes o ver Mataumo to . 
The eruptio n o f Sakura-Jima is grad­ 
ually subsiding. 
A heavy rainfall 
is 
clearing the atmo sphere and thus as­ 
sisting the wo rk o f relief. The entire 
island o f Kiushiu, 3,000 square miles, 
is co vered with vo ncauic aeh in vary ­ 
ing depths.

To rnado es Alarm To kio . 
The city o f To kio and surro unding 
territo ry , altho ugh 500 miles fro m the 
vo lcanic disturbances, were swept in 
the last 24 ho urs by miniature to rna­ 
do es, filling the city with clo uds o f 
dust and sand and creating the belief 
that the capital was feeling the effects 
o f the distant eruptio n« . 
A feeling o f 
relief prevailed at night when the 
wind died do wn. 
Sakura, where the greatest lo ss o f 
life undo ubtedly o ccurred, canno t be 
visited, because the eruptio ns o f Sa- 
kura-Jima co ntinues. Tro o ps and war­ 
ships are in that regio n and a search 
o f the island will be made at the iirst 
o ppo rtunity . 
Kago shima, the nearest big city to 
Sakura, while it suffered great dam­ 
age fro m the earthquakes, do es no t 
appear to have experienced

All Americans who

Wo rd to this 
effect was received fro m Carl F. Reieh- 
man, American co nsul at Nagasaki.

Sto rmy weather and "high 
seas co mpelled them to return to Sa 
sebo .

the Yello w sea, afterward blo ckading 
the the po rt o f Wei-Hai-YVei and de 
stro y ing the Chinese fleet, 
lie was 
then appo inted chief o f the naval gen­ 
eral staff and many ho no rs were co n­ 
ferred o n him fo r his services in the 
war. 
Duriug the Russo -Japanese war 
he acted as chief o f the naval general 
staff and co ntributed greatly by his 
strategy to the retentio n o f the co m­
